Woodrnw Wilson will bo into of 
fice with the largest electoral ma- 
jority ever returned. Coincident 
with hi* |MTHonal victory the lateat 
return* give the demo, rat* a ma- 
jority Of 149 iu the net! House of 
Representatives, and an assured 
majority in the senate. No l< ■ - than 
l u republican governors have been 
depoaed and democrat* elected to 
their placea. Wilaon will bare 43M 
votes in the electoral college to 77 
for Roosevelt aud IS for Taft, and 
Wilson may even get Wyoming when 
the count is completed. Wilaon car- 
ried every state in tbe union eicept 
Michigan, Minnesota, Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota and Waahington, all 
of which went for R.ioaevelt, and 
Idaho. Utah and Vermont which are 
in the Taft column, and with Wyo- 
ming -till doubtful.

UP DOCKET RAPIDLY 

Much Work Done in Circuit Court 
This Week-Allen Walker 

The regular November term of the 
Lincoln circuit court convened Mon- 
day morning with .Indue C. A. Har- 
din on the bench. Judge Hardin bu- 
been ill with malurial fever for near. 
Iv a week and said it. was with some 
difficulty that he came to Stanford 
this time. His Voice betrayed hi* 
feeble condition though he spoke 
with vigor in hi* charge to the grand 
jury. Ks|>ecial at res* was laid upon 
violation of the election law*. He 
• ulleii attention to tbe deep interest 
taken in tbe campaign just closed; 
using it and the desire which citi- 
rens had shown to get at the root 
of the alleged evils, as an object 
lesson to the gTand jurors, whereby 
they might get at the root of all law 
violation.*; and thus eliminate the 
high rate of criminnlty.
